More  Than  Just  A  Night  School 


Many  students  of  the  University 
ma>  have  the  idea  that  the 
Continuing  Education  program 
consists  solely  of  night  courses. 
-:~ever,  Continuing  Ed.  in¬ 
cludes  ail  education  programs  in 
:he  University  other  than  those 
:  -  full-time  graduate  and  under- 
.  a:e  students.  Courses  are 
offered  throughout  the  year, 
curing  t>oth  daytime  and  evening. 

i  are  for  credit  towards  a 
ctg  re.  while  others  are  non- 
-  *  r c  * .  given  for  those  members  of 
the  community  who  wish  to 
expand  :neir  professional  and/or 
cc mesne  knowledge. 

The  total  enrollment  for  all 
Continuing  Ed.  programs  during 
~r  fail.  1978  semester  is  counted 


at  5,507  students.  This  figure  is 
7.9%  higher  than  those  of  the 
1977  programs. 

Out  of  the  5,507,  3,944  are 

enrolled  in  Evening  Undergradu¬ 
ate  studies.  With  6.982  courses 
offered,  this  is  the  largest  of  all 
Continuing  Ed.  programs.  Even 
with  such  a  large  enrollment,  the 
average  number  of  students  in  any 
one  class  is  24.7,  which  is  less  than 
for  full-time  day  classes.  Class 
enrollment  for  all  Continuing  Ed. 
programs  is  kept,  on  the  average, 
below  25  students  per  class.  This 
enables  a  more  individualized 
student-teacher  relationship,  thus 
providing  a  better  form  of 
education  when  needed. 

The  Evening  Graduate  Pro¬ 


gram  for  fall,  1978  has  a  student 
count  of  473,  with  665  courses 
offered.  These  courses  are  identi¬ 
cal  to  those  graduate  courses 
offered  during  the  daytime,  and 
are  provided  for  students  who  are 
unable  to  attend  daytime  classes. 
Graduate  courses  are  open  to 
matriculated  graduate  students  of 
the  University,  graduate  students 
enrolled  in  other  graduate 
schools,  and  applicants  for  ad¬ 
mission  to  graduate  programs  at 
ULowell. 

The  second-largest  program 
offered  in  the  fall,  1978  semester 
is  the  Evening  Non-credit  Com¬ 
munity  Service  program,  with  an 
enrollment  of  827  students.  This 
program  is  open  to  any  members 


of  the  community  who  happen  to 
have  a  desire  to  learn.  Courses  are 
offered  to  aid  adults  in  building 
career  skills,  developing  talents 
and  hobbies,  or  just  increasing 
knowledge  of  any  interesting 
subjects.  For  those  who  are 
retired,  65  yrs.  of  age  or  older,  the 
program  is  available  tuition-free, 
on  a  “space-available”  basis. 
Registration  fees  are  the  only 
charge,  except  where  class  materi¬ 
als  and/or  texts  must  be  pur¬ 
chased.  The  wide  range  of  courses 
offered  and  the  large  enrollment 
figures  prove  just  how  successful 
the  Community  Service  program 
in  creating  a  relationship  between 
the  U.  of  Lowell  and  the 
Merrimack  Valley  Community. 


Two  new  programs  of  Con¬ 
tinuing  Ed.,  which  many  students 
may  not  be  familiar  with,  are  the 
Workshops  and  Seminars  offered 
throughout  the  year.  These  pro¬ 
grams,  which  are  given  for  2-4  full 
days,  are  designed  to  aid  partici¬ 
pants  in  enriching  and  updating 
knowledge  on  various  subjects, 
ranging  from  Interpersonal  Re¬ 
lations  to  Techniques  in  Urban 
and  Town  Planning  to  Workshop 
in  Advanced  Life  Support.  En¬ 
rollment  for  many  of  these  is 
limited  in  order  to  provide  a 
maximum  amount  of  individual 
instruction  and  group  participa¬ 
tion.

The  College  of  Music  changed 
their  look  with  their  production 
of  “Camelot”.  This  was  some¬ 
thing  new  to  the  Opera  studio,  a 
group  more  accustomed  to  per¬ 
forming  the  works  of  Verdi, 
Mozart,  etc.  This  wasn’t  the  only 
problem  facing  the  group.  Cyrus 
Dirgin  Memorial  Concert  Hall 
(the  ballpark)  is  a  blessing,  and  a 
curse.  The  stage  is  enormous,  and 
is  complete  with  about  Five  stories 
of  fly-space.  The  other  side  of  the 
coin  is  that  the  acoustics  are  poor 
when  it  comes  to  spoken  words, 
and  the  odd  sight  lines  make  a 
large  percentage  of  the,  upstage- 
left  area  wasted.  The  show  was 
stage  mostly  in  the  downstage 
area,  and  a  sound  system  com¬ 
plete  with  a  FM  mike  on  Guene- 
vere.  These  compensations  took 
care  of  the  biggest  technical  prob¬ 
lems.  The  lighting  was  handled  by 
Charles  Galiev,  and  was  superb. 

The  show  opens  with  the  arrival 
of  Guenevere’s  carriage  (off 
stage)  and  all  go  to  meet  her.  This 
is  a  “wonderful’’  opportunity  to 
show  off  the  elaborate  costumes, 
and  everyone  processes  by  in 
twos.  Fortunately  this  only 
happens  once.  I  guess  the 
management  didn’t  feel  that  the 
chorus  scenes  were  enough  of  a 
chance  to  show  off  the  wardrobe. 
Other  than  the  procession  and  a 
mock  joust,  the  show  moved 
along  very  smoothly.  The  staff  cut 
three  songs,  why  didn’t  they  cut 
the  mock  joust?  It  looked  like 
something  out  of  romper  room. 
The  stage  crew-  was  great,  the 
elaborate  scenery  was  set,  and 
struck  in  a  matter  of  seconds.  This 
allowed  the  show  to  move  alon^ 
without  pauses,  (a  plague  of 
previous  shows). 

The  music,  under  the  direction 
of  Kay  George  Roberts  was 
fantastic.  The  orchestra  was  used 
as  accompaniment,  and  as  an 
underscore.  The  audience  was 
constantly  bombarded  with  sound 
creating  moods  and  atmosphere. 
The  conductor  was  in  complete 
control  of  what  was  a  dynamic 
group  of  instrumentalists. 

King  Arthur  was  played  by  Jay 
Petrakis.  I  was  pleased  with  his 
interpretation  of  the  character,  he 


allowed  the  audience  to  laugh  at 
him,  but  didn’t  allow  the  comedy 
to  go  overboard,  making  his  later 
transition  to  the  serious,  and 
troubled  king  unbelievable.  Sir 
Lancelot  was  portrayed  by  Robert 
O’Connell.  He  made  Lance  seem 
dangerous.  In  his  First  song  he 
said  that  he  was  the  best,  and 
almost  seemed  to  put  his  con¬ 
fidence  to  the  audience  as  a 
challenge.  Guenevere  was  played 
by  Sue  Galavin,  and  I  was  a  bit 
disappointed.  This  is  the  woman 
that  was  the  cause  of  the  war 
between  two  friends.  To  be 
honest,  1  don’t  think  that  she  was 
worth  all  the  trouble.  Her  operatic 
singing,  underplayed  lines,  gave 
the  image  of  a  drab  uninter¬ 
esting  woman,  she  was  hardly  the 
woman  the  lines  of  King  Arthur 
made  her  up  to  be.  When  Merlin 
was  called  away  for  good  by  the 
seductive  voice  of  Nimue  (Abby 
Booth),  Stephen  Murphy  changed 
costume  and  reentered  as  King 
Pellinore,  an  old  school  friend  of 
Arthur.  Pellinore  is  a  walking 
allusion  to  Monty  Python  and  the 
Holy  Grail.  However,  the  part  is 
more  than  a  MPFC  spinoff,  and 
Steve’s  performance  was  a  scene 
stealer.  The  trouble  between 
Arthur  and  Lance  comes  to  a  head 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mordrid, 
played  by  Charles  Pietrello.  His 
performance  of  the  song,  the 
“Seven  Deadly  Virtues’’  was  one 
of  the  show’s  many  highlights. 

The  story’  is  about  love,  and 
politics,  and  each  came  out  in 
their  proper  perspective.  Arthur’s 
struggle  to  keep  his  ideals  intact 
seems  to  be  a  lost  cause,  due  to  the 
loss  of  nis  wile  to  L.arwc«^» 
the  ensueing  war  of  revenge,  then 
Arthur  meets  a  small  boy  who 
wants  to  be  a  knight.  The  boy 
wants  to  become  a  knight  because 
he  heard  that  knights  were  for 
justice.  Arthur  knights  the  boy, 
and  symbolically  rekindles  hope 
for  civilization  in  the  carrying  out 
of  his  ideals  in  future  generations. 
The  show  ends  on  this  note.  To 
opera  studio,  and  the  Symphony 
Orchestra,  the  college  of  music, 
and  all  those  involved  congratu¬ 
lations.

Dessie 

Out  of  curiosity,  I  wandered 
into  the  Little  Theatre  on 
Wednesday  night,  December  sixth 
to  see  Dessie,  a  play  about  child 
abuse.  To  be  frank,  I  expected  to 
see  some  psychologist  trying  to  act 
deep,  and  theatrical,  while  mak¬ 
ing  a  fool  of  himself;  I  was 
looking  for  a  few  laughs.  I  was 
very,  very  wrong!  Instead,  there 
were  two  professional  actors  who 
wrote,  conceived,  and  performed 
a  forty-five  minute  one-act  play 
that  wouldn’t  quit. 

The  story  is  about  a  mother 
who  is  separated  from  he- 
husband,  and  has  had  her  child 
taken  away  because  she  abused 
him.  What  the  audience  sees  are 
motifs  from  her  life,  her  dealings 
with  herself,  and  the  reactions  of 
the  people  around  her.  These 
episodes  are  tied  together  by  the 
mother  Dessie,  (played  by  Linda 
Bishop)  who  never  leaves  our 
focus.  The  changes  of  place  and 
time  were  established  by  Conrad 
Bishop  who,  by  changing  a  coat 
and  putting  on  a  pair  of  glasses, 
became  the  gasman,  the  violent 
husband,  the  useless  caseworker, 
a  co-worker,  or  Dessie’s  punitive 
father.  The  transitions  were 
handled  beautifully  despite  the 
absence  of  special  lighting  effects 
or  set  changes.  I  found  it  not  only 
easy  to  accept  the  montage  form, 
but  necessary.  It  was  as  if  each  of 
his  entrances  f 

person  in  a  different  place.  This 
did  not  intrude  on  the  level  of 
intensity.  The  piece  builds  gradu¬ 
ally  and  evenly  as  each  scene  gives 
us  more  information  about  Des¬ 
sie’s  backround.  With  each  new 
episode  in  her  life,  we  hope  for 
some  progress.  Instead  she  goes  in 
circles  from  one  problem  to 
another.  This  vicious  circle  is  also 
brought  out  in  the  staging,  for 
after  each  scene  she  ends  up  in  her 
grimy  apartment — right  where  she 
started.

As  of  November  1, 1978,  Guaranteed  Student  Loans  (GLP-Bank  Loans 
guaranteed  by  a  State  or  non-profit  agency  or  the  Federal  Government) 
has  had  the  income  ceiling  removed  for  Federal  interest  benefits.  It  is  no 
longer  necessary  for  students  to  complete  questions  relating  to  adjusted 
family  income,  nor  are  signature  of  parents  or  spouse  necessary.

It’s  obvious  that  she  can’t 
cope  with  the  financial,  as  well  as 
the  psychological  aspects  of  child 
rearing.  The  play  ends  with  Dessie 
alone  on  stage  hitting  her 
stomach,  trying  to  hit  her  unborn 
child.  The  crescendo  of  frustra¬ 
tion  turned  outward,  and  inward 
at  the  same  time,  is  tremendous. 
This  is  followed  by  a  short  pledge, 
by  Dessie  not  to  hit  her  child 
because  she  loves  it.  It  is  true  that 
she  loves  her  son,  and  her  unborn 
child,  but  the  outlook  is  some¬ 
what  pessimistic.

Mass  PIRG  Assesses  Report 
on  Nuclear  Waste  Management

The  Massachusetts  Public 
Interest  Research  Group  today 
released  its  comments  on  an 
important  draft  report  on  nuclear 
waste  management  prepared  by 
the  Interagency  Review  Group 
(IRG;, consisting  of  14  Federal 
agencies  chaired  by  John  Deutch 
of  the  Department  of  Energy 
(DOE).  Established  by  President 
Carter  in  March  of  1978  to 
formulate  recommendations  for 
an  Administration  policy  for  the 
long-term  management  of  nuclear 
wastes,  the  IRG  prepared  a  draft 
report  for  public  comment  on 
October  19,  1978. 

In  its  comments  on  the  IRG 
draft  report,  Mass  PIRG  criticiz¬ 
ed  the  report’s  pro-nuclear  bias 
and  woefully  inadequate  analysis 
and  recommendations.  Mass 
PIRG  also  demanded  that  the

final  version  of  the  report  be 
made  public  so  that  the  public  can 
examine  whether  the  President  is 
being  given  a  full  range  of 
options. 

Although  an  improvement  over 
dismal  past  efforts  by  the  DOE 
and  its  predecessors  (AEC  and 
ERDA)  on  nuclear  waste  man¬ 
agement,  the  IRG  report  still 
contains  a  number  of  serious 
shortcomings.  Chief  among  them 
is  the  failure  of  the  IRG  to  explore 
the  option  of  a  moratorium  on 
nuclear  power.  Only  two  scenar¬ 
ios  were  analyzed — the  “low 
case”  in  which  nuclear  capacity 
approximately  triples  over  present 
levels  by  the  year  2000,  and  the 
“high  case”  in  which  nuclear 
capacity  expands  to  7  Vi  times  the 
present  level  by  2000.

Chiefs  Cagers  on  Warpath 


The  U Lowell  Basketball  Team 
was  clicking  on  all  cylinders  last 
week  as  they  swept  three  games  to 
even  their  record  at  3-3  going  into 
semester  break.  In  order,  they 
scalped  Southeastern  Mass.  Uni¬ 
versity  81-78  in  overtime,  Worces¬ 
ter  Polytech  84-70,  and  Division 

11  power  Springfield  78-75.  The 
following  is  a  roundup  of  the  first 
semester  games. 

Bentley  85,  Lowell  81 
In  the  opener  for  both  teams, 
the  Chiefs  raced  to  a  44-41 
halftime  lead  behind  the  sparkling 
play  of  guards  Chris  Prince  (18 
points)  and  Darren  Foster  (10 
points  and  5  assists).  But  Bentley 
opened  the  second  half  with  a 
23-13  spree  to  take  command. 
Although  the  Chiefs  twice  closed 
the  gap  to  one  point,  the  last  time 
at  74-73,  they  were  unable  to  stop 
Bentley’s  stalling  tactics  of  the  last 
five  minutes,  during  which  the 
visiting  Falcons  canned  11  of  12 
free  throws  to  account  for  all  but 
two  of  their  points  in  this  time. 
Prince  finished  with  a  game  high 
of  26  points,  followed  in  twin 
digits  by  Foster  (15),  Steve  Oliver 
and  Stan  Whetstone  with  12 
points  apiece.  Whetstone  was  the 
game’s  leading  rebounder  collect¬ 
ing  ten  caroms. 

AIC  79,  Lowell  73 
The  Chiefs  led  by  five  early  but 
the  hosts  from  American  Interna¬ 
tional  College  ran  off  a  string  of 

12  unanswered  points  midway 
through!  the  first  half  to  take  the 
lead,  which  they  never  relinquish¬ 
ed.  However,  the  Chiefs  stayed 
close  throughout  due  to  the 
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Peter  Ortiz,  w'ho  had  5  second 
half  steals.  A  telling  statistic  in 
this  game  is  that  AIC  attempted 
37  free  throws  to  only  19  for  the 
Chiefs.  Pacing  the  Chiefs  were 
Oliver  (17  points),  Foster  (15 
points  and’ 12  assists),  and  Prince 
(11  points). 

Northeastern  86,  Lowell  69 
Although  Northeastern  led 
throughout,  they  were  given  a 
substantial  scare  by  the  Chiefs  for 
about  three  quarters  of  the  game. 
But  then  the  Division  I  power 
from  Boston  blitzed  the  visiting 
Chiefs  13-2  over  the  next  three 
minutes  to  clinch  the  verdict.  Both 
coaches  substituted  liberally  in  the 
last  seven  minutes.  Chief  leaders 
were  Whetstone  with  13  points 
and  16  rebounds  and  Prince  with 
12  points. 

Lowell  81,  SMU  78 
Chris  Prince  hit  a  technical  foul 
shot  with  three  seconds  remaining 
to  propel  the  visiting  Chiefs  to  an 
81-78  overtime  triumph  over  the 
previously  unbeaten  Corsairs  of 
Southeastern  Mass.  University. 
The  technical  was  called  because 
SMU  called  for  a  timeout  after 
having  already  using  all  of  their 
timeouts.  The  Chiefs  coasted  to  a 
45-38  halftime  advantage  behind 
the  hot  hands  of  Peter  Forbes  and 
Prince  who  each  had  13  points  at 
intermission.  Trailing  by  ten  early 
in  the  second  half,  SMU  came 
roaring  back  behind  the  outside 
marksmanship  of  John  Johanne- 
sen  to  take  72-70  lead  in  the  last 
minute.  But  Stan  Whetstone  sent 
the  game  into  overtime  with  a 
bucket  from  the  left  side  of  the

Lowell  78,  Springfield  75 

Consecutive  three-point  plays 
by  Chris  Prince  and  Stan  Whet¬ 
stone  broke  a  57-all  deadlock  and 
sent  the  ULowell  Chiefs  winging 
to  victory  over  the  Springfield 
College  Chiefs  in  what  Coach 
Romano  termed  “The  biggest  win 
in  my  three  years  as  coach  here.” 
Springfield  led  for  most  of  the 
first  half  of  the  game  which 
neither  team  ever  led  by  more 
than  7  points.  A  late  first  half 
string  of  9  consecutive  points 
propelled  the  ULowell  Chiefs  to  a 
29-27  halftime  edge.  The  best 
Springfield  could  do  from  here 
was  to  tie  the  game  once  to  set  the 
stage  for  Prince  and  Whetstone. 
The  Lowell  bench  again  played  a 
key  factor  as  they  outscored  their 
counterparts  from  Springfield  by 
16-5.  Leading  the  victors  were 
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(15  points),  Whetstone  (13 
Chiefs  were  Prince  with  24  points, 
Whetstone  with  20  points  and  18 
rebounds,  and  Forbes  with  13 
points.  Johannesen  took  game 
scoring  honors  with  28  points  for 
SMU. 

Lowell  84,  WPI  70 

All  fourteen  ULowell  players 
played  and  twelve  of  them  scored 
as  the  Chiefs  rocked  WPI  84-70  at 
Costello  Gym  in  a  game  that  was 
not  nearly  as  close  as  the  score 
would  indicate.  A  string  of  13 
consecutive  points  early  in  the 
first  half  demoralized  the  Engi¬ 
neers  and  left  them  only  with  the 
hope  of  saving  face.  The  Chiefs 
got  strong  efforts  from  several  of 
the  reserves;  most  notably  Brian 
Coke  (9  rebounds),  Fred  McCall, 
Fred  Hill,  Rick  Tienharra,  and 
Peter  Ortiz;  as  the  starters  Barely 
played  half  of  the  game,  collec¬ 
tively.  Starring  for  the  Chiefs 
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Steve  Oliver  (15  points),  Peter 
Ortiz  (12  points  and  7  assists),  and 
points),  and  Steve  Oliver  (11 
points). 

Chief  Briefs 

Senior  forward  Steve  Oliver 
now  has  990  career  points . . .
